Ex-Gov. Will Speak in 
Macon Tonight. 


Statements Issued at the Smith 
Headquarters Say That the 
Outlook Is Good and Georgia 
Will Give Its Vote for the 


Ex-Governor. 


Former Governor Smith will = ad- 
dress the voters of Bibb and surround- 
ing counties at the city auditorium in 
Macon tonight. He will leave Atlanta 
at noon today and will return Satur- 


day night. 

Tomorrow morning he will speak at 
Tifton, and in the afternoon at Vienna. 

The following prepared statement 
was furnished yesterday by the mat- 
agers at Hoke Smith headquarters:

NEGRO LYNCHED 
BY GEORGIA WUE 


Black Entered Room of 
Planter’s Daughters. 


Posse Composed of Montgom- 
ery and Telfair Citizens 
Quietly Put to Death Jim 
Toler After He Had Made a 
Full Coameenen. 


Helena, Ga., August 11.—(Special,)— 
Afterghav ing entered the room of the 
daughters of a prominent Montgomery 
county farmer, Tuesday night, Jim 
Toler, a negro, was captured «by a 
posse of infuriated citizens, bound to 
a tree and shot to death. The lynch- 
ing occurred near Alamo, 7 miles east 
of here, at 1 o’clock this morning. 

The negro was found pulling fodder 
late yesterday on a nearby plantation, 
and on being questioned by the 
searching posse, made a full confession 
of the crime, even telling of raising 
the mosquito netting and getting into 
the bed where the sisters were sleep- 
ing. 

Girl’s Screams Frightened Black. 

His movements awakened one of the 


girls, whose screams frightened the 
negro. In his escape the intruder 
carried with him a part of the net 
with which the bed was covered, and 
which ater found where he climb- 
ed the ce. 

The ob was composed of over a 
hundréd men, many of whom came 
from Telfair county, and was very or- 
derly, dispersing immediately after the 
negro s dead. 

This négro was seriously shot sev- 
eral years ago while attempting to 
,enter a residence in Helena and later 
served a term in the chaingang for 
attempt at house-breaking. 

No further trouble is expected.

Death Has Cometo Miss 
Virginia Wardlaw. 


She Was Youngest of Three 
Mysterious Sisters Held for 
Death of .Ocey Snead--Doc- 
tors Say She Deliberately 
Starved Herself to Death. 


Newark, N. J., August 11.—Miss Vir- 
ginia Wardlaw, one of the mysterious 
sisters under indictment for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Ocey W. M.- Snead, the 
East Orange bathtub victim, died in 
the house of detention here this after- 
noon. Death was due, in the opinion 
of physicians, to starvation. The fate 
of the aged woman in this respect 
paralleled that of her alleged victim, 
for doctors who examined Ocey Snead 
before her death said her ailments 
were all due to lack of nourishment. 

Starved Herself te Death. 

In the opinion of jail atetndants, 
Miss Wardlaw, deliberately starved 
herself to death. This has revived ru- 
mors circulated at the time, of Ocey 
Snead’s death, when the history of 
the mysterious household’ was under in- 
vestigation, that a suicide pact existed 
between Miss Wardlaw and her hiece. 

For several weeks the woman’s con- 
dition has been growing worse, and last 
Monday she was removed from the 
jail. In the cell she occupied was 
found a quantity of stale food which 
the prisoner had concealed. 

Sisters Kept From Dying Won: a. 

At the aged woman’s bedside when 
she died were her sister, Mrs. Richard 
Pringle, and her brother, the Rev. Ai- 
bert Wardlaw; both of Christiansburg, | 
Va., who had been cailed héere when 
her condition became alarming. But 
her other sisters, Mrs. Caroline B. Mar- 
tin and Mrs. Mary W. Sfiead, jointly in- 
dicted with her, were in their jail cell 
as she expired. They were sent for, 
but the jailor refused to allow them 
to visit the house of detention without 
the word of a physician that their sis- 
ter was at the point of death.

Roosevelt Made the Trip With 
Ralph Peters to Learn How 


Farmers Are Living and Whar 


They Are Doing to Raise 
Produce Near New York. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 11.—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt gathered in a crop of 
ideas on practical farming tody in an 
all-day trip ovéer farm lands of Long 
Island. He returned to Oyster Bay at 


5 o'clock. 

Colonel Roosevelt made the trip to 
learn how the Long Island farmers are 
living, and what is being done to raise 
produce and establish dairies near New 
York. Ralph Peters, president of the 
Long Island ratiroad, and H. B. Fuller- 
ton, a superintendent of experimental 
farms, accompanied him. 

Mr. Fullerton is a westerner, who 
came east to Long Isiand when the 
west became toe highly civilized, ani 
found a real wilderness 50 miles from 
New York. He tolq the colonel an 
anecdote. Said he: 

“A fellow came out here from Mis- 
gouri and said to me: é' 
hear you raise alfalfa on Long 
Island.’ ‘We do,’ said 1. ‘Can a iei- 
low see it?’ said he. ‘He can,’ said lI. 
I showed him sifalfa and he said: 
‘What a dum fool I am. I've been rais- 
ing alfalfa in Missouri and feeding it 
to hogs which are shipped ail the way 
to New York. I’m going to buy some 
land here and raise my alfalfa and 
hogs here. And he did it.”

Laying particular stress upon this 
charge made by Mr. Bristow, the chair- 
man of the senate finance committee 
said that “neither he nor any member 
of his family has ever had any pecuni- 
ary interest as to whether the rates 
on manufactures of rubber were 39, 
85 or 300 per cent, or whether crude. 
rubber was on the free or dutitable 
list.” 

Dealing then with charges that the

ASSEMBLY KEPT TO REVENUE 


In spite of numerous special] appro- 
priations the legislature this year has 
kept within the revenue of the state. 
according to Judge Jones, of Meri- 
wether, chairman of the house commit- 
tee on appropriations. 

Judge Jones has figured the revenue 
of the state this yoar at $5,800,000, and 
in a statement to the house prior to 
adjournment Wedmesday night, he de 
clared that the appropriations, specia! 
end general, have approximated only 
$5,300,000, which leaves a balance of 
something like $400,000. Of this 
amount $200,000 will be used in Feb- 


ruary for the purpose of paying the 
additional pensions which the legisla- | 
ture has provided for confederate vet- | 
erans and widows of veterans. | 

The regular appropriations of the | 
legislature amount to $4,900,000. While | 
the spacial appropriations made this/| 
year amount to approximately $200, - | 
000. 

Among the special appropriations 
are included $75,000 for the state sani- 
tarium at Milledgeville, $35,000 for the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial co!- 
lege and $35,000 for the Georgia Schou! 
of Technology. 


Among the special appropriations 
which the legislature turned down 
were $66,000 for a hospital at the 
State sanitarium, $15,000 for a heating 
Plant at the state university, $25,000 
for the state normal school, $36,809 
for repairing buildings at the sanita- 
rium, $15,000 for a reservoir at the 
Sanitarium and $10,000 for extending 
the work of the Georgia Experiment 
Station.

In regard to the rules. governing 
the coming primary a statement has 
been given out by State Chairman C. 
R. Pendleton, of the state executive 
committee, telling the county com- 
mittees what they ‘are required to do. 

This. is done because confusion 
seems to have arisen in some quar- 
ters owing to the change from the 
majority to the county unit plan. 

Chairman Pendieton’s statement is 


as follows: 

It is only necessary for the elec- 
tion managers to have one oath and 
one precinct return in order to hold 
the election, as only one return is 
sent to. the county committee for 
consolidation. No blank consolidation 
return is necessary, as the count; 
committees on the 24th of August are 
required only to add up the votes 
received from the various’ precincts 
by all the respective candidates and 
to appoint. delegates to the state 
“an in accordance with the re- 
suit. 


About County Committees. 


Of course, only blank paper will be 
necessary to make the list of voters 
for the different districts, and only 
blank paper will be needed by the 
county committees in adding up the 
result. Hence, I did not think it 
necessary to increase the postage by 
sending paper for this purpose. - 

The county committees are not re- 
quired to make returns to the state 
committees aS was necessary two years 
ago. 

The siate committee does not un- 
dertake to furnish the tickets, but 
merely furnishes the county commit- 
tees with the’ form of the officta] bal- 
lot. The form of the ballot has been 
sent tq every county chairman aud 
every ordinary, and has also been 
furnished to the press throughout the 
state. 

I have mailed to the chairman of 
every county commiftee in the state, 
and also to every . 
three more blank ecinct returns 
than the secretary of state informs me 
that there are militia districts in. the. 
different counties. I did this for the 
purpose of insuring a sufficiency of 
blanks in each county. 

Should there be any miscarriage in 
the mail, or the bianks not be _ re- 
ceived during the next few days, I 
request the chairmen or secretaries in 
such cases to wire me at Macon, Ga., 
or B. A. Levvorn, Empire Life build- 
ing, Atlanta, Ga., and the blanks will 
be duplicated.

At the meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial College of Milledgeville at 
the Piedmont Hotel yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock plans for the erec- 
tion of a new building on the campus | 
under the recent appropriation or | 
$35,000rby the legislature for this pur- 
pose were discussed. 

It was decided by the board to 

have President M. M. Parks to take 
a trip as soon as convenient to other 
colleges and make a carefu atudy of 
the. equipment and plans. 
- While the college is second to none 
in. the country, it is the purpose of 
the board to improve it just as much 
as possible. 

The most important thing to come) 
up at the meeting was the congested 
condition of the college. President 
Parks reported that at the present 
date, one month befodre the sthool, 
opens, he has received nearly 1,000 
applications for admission. He stated 
that out of this number more than 
400 had been refused, and he exhibited 
to the board more than a half bushel 
of applications that had been neces- 
sarily turned down. There wiil be 
546 admitted to the ‘college. To ac- 
commodate these the board authorized | 
the renting of the Newell house, occu- | 
pied by Governor Colquitt, during his 
term of office, and which is just across 
from the campus. This is in addi- 
tion to the dormitory space at the 
college. 

The board also authorized the ex- 
penditure of $4,000 for repairs.

»light with a couple. of bills to pre- 


vent prize fights and to prohibit mov- 
ing pictures showing a fight between 
men of different races, the legisla- 
ture adjourned sine die Wednesday

the air. The bills passed the senate, 
but were treated with the silence of 
scorn in the house. 

Was It an Admission? 

And now that the legislature took 
under consideration the question of 
prohibiting .prize fights in Georgia, 
did the legislature make a tacit ad- 
mission that there is no law against 
prize fighting in This state? 

It has been very generally under- 
stood in the past that anybody who 
tried to pull off a. prize fight in Geor- 
gia was bucking a very dangerous 
game, and a game that prompted an 
immediate visitation of the wrath of 
the law. .At any rate, numerous 
snows have fallen since anybody tried 
to pull off a “real” prize fAght in 
Georgia. 

It may.be that the legislature want- 
ed to make assurance doubly sure anJ 
block apy effort to stage a return 
match of Georgia soil 
Reno aspirants for pugilistic fame. Be 
that as it may, as the poet says, the 
legislature halted in the middle.of a 
long. step in that direction, and if the 
next big scrap is pulled off in the 
middle of a Georgia cornfield, the legis- 
lature will have no one to blame but 
itself. 

Died for Lack of Attention. 

Two bills of general importance 
which died for lack of attention on 
the last night of the session of the 
general assembly, were the bill to 
abolish the fee system and put solici- 
tors general on a salary of $3,000 per 
year, and the: bill to allow the run- 
ning of freight trains on Sunday for 
the purpose of hurrying to their desti- 


}nation cars loaded with fruit, vege-

On the general proposition of put- 
ting solicitors general on a salary 
both the house and the senate agreed 
and both branches of the general as- 
sembly passed the bill to that effect. 
The trouble came when the house

‘send the money to the state. treas- 
urer and that out of it he should pav 
the solicitors their salary, returning 
the overplus to the treasurers of the 


counties from which the money was 


colle¢ted. 

The bill as amended was sent over 
to the senate Wednesday afternoon, 
but in spite of the efforts of Senator 
Harrell to have the amendment agreed 
to, the senate refused to even con- 
sider it and the bill failed.

Request for Cars Applies in 
Case of Shipments Out- 
side State.

“The Georgia Fruit Exchange has passed the experimental 
stage,” was the significant comment with which President I. F. 
Murph the other day marked the closing of the second year’s work 
of that organization, and the emphatic success that has attended its 
efforts. 

His statement was made following a meeting of the executive 
committee of the exchange, to transact routine business in connec- 
tion with the conclusion of the marketing period. 

It is as yet impossible to estimate the exact financial returns 
to the growers from the sale of their fruit. But the assertion is safe 
that the crop of the recent season, breaking all previous records, has 
been of tremendous profit to the orchardists of the state. 

The explanation of this happy condition is found in the excel- 
lence and perfection of the organization through which the growers 
have the past two years placed their output upon the markets.of the 
country. 

Two years ago, at the close of a season which had produced a 
crop upito that time unparalleled, gloom ruled supreme among the 
peach producers of Georgia. 

Every man had virtually done his own marketing. The fruit 
had gone forward haphazard, been congested in two or three eastern 
markets and generally been handled without the slightest regard 
to science, order, business or common sense. 

While many of the growers were so despondent as to contem- 
plate plowing up their orchards, The Constitution launched a cam- 
paign for organization apd cooperation.

Macon, Ga., August 11.—The state 
department of, entomology has sent 
Professor A. O. Lewis here to assist the 
farmers of Bibb county tin fighting a 
, Plague of grasshoppers which have 
"descended upon farmers in this county 
by the thousands and are: destroying 
the growing crops. 

The expert began his work today, 
and is using chemical poisons and blue 
smoke with which to overcome the 
pests. 

The grasshoppers are so numerous 
on several farms that every bush or 
Plant is infested with them, and _ the 
ground for acres covered by 'them. ‘The 
insects are small in size and green in 
co'or. Thousands of dollars of damage 
has already been done by them. 

Professor Lewis, working upon the 
farms of George S. Riley and W. M. 
Mansfeld, declared upon the conclusio1 
of an investigation today that this 
pest is similar to that existing in Mis- 
souri some time ago, where much 
damage was done.

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BLACK ROOT GAINS 
GROUND IN GEORGIA 


Entomologist Worsham 
to Push the 
ight. | 


State 
Preparin 


“Black root, the cotton disease 
which has cost the state several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in the past two 
years, is reported in more counties 
this year than last,’’ said State En- 
tomologist E. lL. Worsham. “Last 
year it) was reported in forty counties, 
this year it has been reported in over 
sixty, an increase of 50 per cent. The 
largest number of counties suffering 


from this disease are in South Georgia, 
but it hee been reported as far up as 
Spaulding county, and there is one 
report from Elbert county. We are 
planning to stamp out this disease, 
though, through the medium of a re- 
sistent variety which the department 
has developed, and of which 1,309 
bushels were distributed this year. Re- 
ports from those planters to whom this 
variety was sent are to the effect that 
not only is this variety resisting the 
ravages of the disease, but is really 
the best cotton on the place.” 

The legislature, just adjourned, ap- 
propriated $10,000 with which to wage 
a war upon this disease throughout 
1911. Last ear an appropriation vf 
$5,000 was made with which to begin 
the fight which is now Yeing 80 suc- 
cessfully carried out. It is the plan 
of Entomologist Worsham to establish 
experiment farms throughout the in- 
fected part of the state so that plant- 
ers can see how to care for the grow- 
ing crop and guard against this dis- 
ease. Not only are the planters con- 
cerned for the Safety of the cotton on 
account of its lint, but especially on 
account of the céttonseed which has 
grown to be such an important item 
in the year’s cotton ¢rop.

New York, August 11.—The_ stock
